APPLES 

Plant  strong,  heavily  rooted  fruit  trees  grown  in  the  famous 

Genesee  Valley.  Hardy  specimens  that  take  hold  at  once,  mature 

earlier  and  yield  heavier  crops  of  better  quality  fruit  than  ordi¬ 
nary  trees,  so  often  set  out  by  the  inexperienced  planter. 

RED  ASTRACHAN — The  very  best  early,  red  summer  apple.  Excellent 
for  cooking  and  eating  out  of  hand.  Fruit  tender,  juicy,  crisp  and  sub¬ 
acid  flavor.  Very  hardy  and  bears  the  fourth  year.  Ripens  in  July.

DUCHESS  OF  OLDENBURG— Y  igorous  growth;  large;  striped; 
tender,  juicy,  sub-acid;  good;  regular  and  abundant  bearer.  One  of  the 
hardiest  kinds  known.  Ripens  in  September. 

GRAVENSTEIN — This  is  a  large,  handsome  apple  streaked  and 
splashed  with  red  over  a  strong  yellow.  In  quality  it  ranks  very  good 
to  best.  September  to  November. 

BALDWIN — The  leading  variety  in  the  commercial  orchards  in  New 
York,  New  England,  Southern  Canada,  Ohio  and  Southern  Michigan, 
the  so-called  "Baldwin  Belt.”  The  fruit  is  large,  deep  red,  crisp  and 
juicy,  thick  skin  stands  handling. 

CORTLAND — (New  variety  developed  by  the  New  York  State 
Experimental  Station).  A  fine  apple  resulting  from  the  cross  pol- 
linization  of  McIntosh  and  Ben  Davis.  Inheriting  only  the  good  quali¬ 
ties  of  each,  the  new  apple  has  found  additional  good  qualities  of  its 


own.  The  Cortland  is  a  beautiful  red  apple,  larger  than  the  McIntosh, 
and  matures  a  month  later.  A  good  keeper. 

DELICIOUS — A  truly  delicious  apple  with  a  rich,  distinctive  flavor. 
Successfully  grown  in  any  apple  section;  conically  shaped,  large, 
beautifully  striped  with  red  and  yellow.  A  good  keeper  and  shipper  and 
a  good  money  maker.

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Raspberries  succeed  best  in  a  rich,  mellow 
soil.  They  are  easily  cultivated,  only  requiring 
manuring  and  cutting  out  of  dead  wood  and 
suckers. 

PURPLE 

COLUMBIAN — Dark  red  or  purple.  The 
most  prolific  Raspberry  known  and  best  for 
canning  and  drying.

late. 


RED

be  too  rich.

Is  being  tested  on  the  grounds  of 
the  New  York  Agricultural  Station  at 
Geneva,  N.  Y.,  and  is  very  highly  recom¬ 
mended  by  them. 

BLACK 

CUMBERLAND — The  largest  black  Rasp¬ 
berry  known,  averaging  Jg  inch  in  diameter. 
Good  and  firm  as  the  Gregg,  but  bush  is 
hardier,  having  successfully  withstood  16 
degrees  below  zero.  A  strong,  vigorous 
grower  and  wonderfully  productive.  Mid¬ 
season. 

PLUM  FARMER  —A  berry  of  the  largest 
size,  great  productiveness,  early,  ripening 
most  of  its  fruit  within  one  week.  Great  for 
early  market.
